They are brightly colored and are so 
arranged that lights shine through them from 
behind... One section is devoted to forestry 
and other bureaus are well represented. 
Models of Farm Machinery. 

The patent office exhibit occupies a pram- 
fnent place in the foreground. This is made 
up largely of modeis of harvesting apparatus 
The models are 
fine examples of expert workmanship. Be- 
hind them is a panorama showing a mower 
that is drawn through a field. The hay falls 
before the knife as the machine moves along, 
with realistic effect. 

The United States Geological Survey is rep- 
resented by large maps, and publications 
will be distributed to those interested in cer- 
tain sections of the country.

One series 
will be devoted to the work of the reciama- 
tion service. The government will not have 
@ monopoly of this space, however, as rep- 
reseniatives of various localities will be given 
ap. opportunity to tell what their districts 
can offer those who are seeking opportuni- 
tles for investment or for obtaining home 
sites. These lectures will be given accord- 
ing to a regular program, to be announced 


Model Dairy to Be Shown. 

Upstairs in the annex are the remainder of 
the exhibits of the department of agriculture, 
‘as well as some from various localities in the 
‘west. The only delay on this floor has been 
with regard to a display of produnets of dry 
farming regions, which has been lost track 
of en route from Montana, A model dairy re- 
mains to be set up, but most of the exhibits 
are already in place. Some of the displays on 
this floor are from the bureau of entomology 
and consist of models of bugs enlarged to 
Gigantic size. There is a mosquito, for in- 
stance, that is more than a foot long, and 
‘other pests are illustrated in a similar man- 
ner.

There by Magyars for One 
Thousand Years,

DEBRECZEN, Hungary, Aug. %.—From 
Budapest to Debreczen is about 140 miles, 
and the journey of five hours today has taken 
me through an important section of the great 
Alféid. It has been like a ride through the 
best of Illinois, Iowa, and Kansas; like a 
condensed journey from Chicago to Wichita 

But the journey also traverses at 
years of time; Budapest is modern, Debrec- 
zen ancient. On the way I have seen modern 
steam thrashing machines, about which 
were men clad in such garments as were 
worn in Hungary before Stephen was anoint- 
ed apostolic king, even like those worn in 
Asia before the Christian era. 

The. greaty Alféid, (dowland plain), as this 
region of Hungary is called to distinguish it 
from the little AlfG6id, which occupies a 
broad pocket in the Little Carpathian moun- 
tains between Pressburg and Komorn, and 
which we traversed in the journey from Vi- 
enna to Budapest, is the richest agricultural 
plain in Europe, and forms the’ mos. dis- 
tinctive of the regions of Hungary. 

The Alféid is rectangular in shape, about 
250 miles long from north te.south and of 
about half that breadth. On the south it ex- 
tends to the Servian frontier. on the north 
and east it is shut in by the Carpathian 
mountains, and the Danube river forms its 
western boundary. 


Prize of Many a Battle. 

Tt thus occupies the heart of Hungary, and 
on account of its fertility and great natural 
beauty it hae been the prize for which one 
people after another has struggled for ages. 
Even in prehistoric times the Alf6l4 was the 
home of a people who had reached’ a high 
plane of culture, as may be seen iy the splen- 
did bronze weapons, utensils, implements, 
ornaments, and horse trappings which are 
found in the ancient graves, of which great 
numbers abound. Indeed, there is reason to 
believe that the use of bronze was unknown 
im Europe before its introduction from Asia 
through the passes in the Carpathian moun- 
tains. 

As might be expected, the great AlfSld has 
the largest percentage of arable land of any 
region in Hungary Of real forests it pos- 
sesees but 7 per cent; of the remainder about 
17 per cent is pasture land, 9 per cent is 
meadow, and 60 per cent is cultivated. Wheat 
is the most valuable crop and forms about 
40 per cent of the agricultural products; -orp 
fs next, at 20 per cent. As the entire Alféid 
ig alluvial] in its nature, it is im general rich, 
but in parts it suffers from an insufficient 
rainfall, less than twenty inches, and there 
is an excess of alkali; this is said to be true 
of the great puszta or range of Hortobagy, 
morthwesi of Debreczen, which I propose soon 
to visit.

The city ordinances prohibit the misuse of trans- 
fers and provide a penalty therefor. ‘' A fineof not 
lers than $5 and not more than $100.""

Letter to the Board.

“The loss of business to Madison street 
merchants on account of the condition of 
the streets is an established fact. The re- 
sponsibility falls upon you, gentlemen, not- 
withstanding your statements to the con- 
trary that other departments have been neg- 
ligent. You are the head of the organization 
to which this work has been intrusted, and 
any discrepancies on the. part of. others 
should have been prevented by you. 

“ Your statement to me that the city water 
department had prevented the pavement 
from being laid more expedjtiously has been 
accepted in a measure. It is ten days since 
they have been out; now let us sée how the 
work has progressed since that time.

“ It is a plain case of murder. The.woman 
could not have inflicted the wounds her- 
self.”

No program of the Theodore Thomas or- 
chestra has offered a more comprehensive 


chance to compare the spirit of the modern 


music with that of the elder classicists than 
yesterday's. The comparison

Comedy ’’ and an oriental fantasie, ‘* Is- 
lamey,”” by Balakirew, and Chabrier’s 
rhythmical upset entitled “‘Mspana."’ Mr. 
Anton Foerster made his second appearance 
of the season, the first, however, in the or- 
chestra’s series. 

Concerning the Mozart overture it is not 
necessary to speak in detail. The grateful 
miniature was played most effectively. The 
symphony is also a well known work. Its 
presentation on this occasion was greatly to 
the credit of Mr. Stock. but not quite so cred- 
itable to the orchestra. The strain of travel- 
ing is the explanation behind several) unusual! 
features, 

—.- 

Mr. Foerster chose Chopin’s EF minor con- 
certo, the great favorite of the romantic 
pianists, a work of Chopin’s youth. There 
are serious faults in the scoring; that is a 
platitude traditionally confirmed on every 
possible occasion. But those faults serve to 
emphasize the exquisite beauty of the solo 
part. There may be several sections which 
do not proclaim the authority of the mature 
Chopin. but the work is always a fresh, un- 
spoiled delight. 

Mr. Foerster gave himself an excellent 
chance to demonstrate his technical powers 
and a more excellent chance to set in tone the 
romanticism, the fine poetic frenzy of that 
inspired laureate of the piano, Chopin. Mr. 
Foerster’s finger, technique is neat, his tone 
is. remarkable for the beauty of his pianissi- 
mo, and his control of the rubato, without 
which no one dare attempt Chopin playing, 
is flattering evidence of his self-restraint. 

This pianissimo with which Mr. Foerster 
graced a large part of the number is a fine 
sensitive medium. [Its tenderness was dis- 
turbed by the solidity of.the supporting or- 
chestral tone. But let there be no misunder- 
standing—such a pianissimo should be ac- 
companied by a fairy band. Strings, wood- 
winds, and brass are too material. Mr. Foer- 
ster’s orchestra should be composed of blue- 
bells and spider web harps, of dead leaf 
drums and the vanished echoes of fairy filtes.

All this does not signify that the soloist 
did not build up climaxes. His technique is 
ample for the Chopin demands. We are com- 
pelléd to listen to enough Amazon interpre- 
tations to satisfy the noise worshiper any 
season. There are few who find in these 
pages the refinement, the epic prettiness that 
seems to be the most apt treatment of many 
of the younger Chopin’s productions, and of 
this concerto in particular. 

But Mr. Foerster’s climaxes were rela- 
tive, as they should be, granted that the 
symmetry of his reading should be pre- 
served. He did not attempt to dominate the 
orchestra. He essayed a more delicate task 
in placing poetry of interpretation above dy- 
namic @eplay. He occupied the position of 
a pansy bed in sunflower land, in the words 
of one of his audience. 

Mr. Foerster demonstrated again his schol- 
arly sympathy with whatever he elects to 
play. There is no attitudinizing, there is 
no suspension of the attention characteristic 


of the thinker. Others may elect to dazzle.

Norfolk, Va, Nov. 19.—-(Special.)}—Presi- 
dent Taft today in two speeches declared 
himself in favor of @ practical system of 
waterway improvement to’ be carried for 
ward on a business-like basis and not merely 
as a means of distributing patronage, and 
asserted his belief that Hampton Roads 
should be fortified to more fully protect the 
greatest strategical naval base im the world. 
Incidentally he spoke @ good word for the 
navy. 

The president's speeches were among the 
concluding features of the convention of the 
Atlantic Deeper Waterways association 
Other events were a military and naval 
parade and an oyster roast. 

‘‘T am giad to be here to testify to my 
interest in the waterways work,” said the 
president to the convention. “ What I wish 
to deprecate is a géneral proposition to raise 
a lot of money and.dump some here and 
some there and some back here just.in order 
to distribute it equally over the country. I 
am opposed to that. I'am in favor of expend- 
ing. the money for an improvement in Nor- 
folk and not spending it for improvement 
somewhere else if the’ Norfolk project is a 
good one and the one somewhere élse is not. 


Wants a Strong Navy. 

* YT want a navy to continue to be main- 
tained worthy of this country. We are not 
knocking any one’s chip off his shoulder 
and we are not having a chip on our shoul- 
der, but we are a great nation of 80,000,000

Senator Believ d Factor in Filling U.S.

Each of these candidates how has ambas- 
sadors at the capital and the rivalry is warm- 
ing up perceptibly. Two distinguished mem- 
bers of the Chicago bar, ome of whom him- 
self has been mentioned as a good man for 
the place, were here today presenting the 
claims of Judge Carpenter. Mr. Morrison 
was here a couple of weeks ago looking over 
the situation and he is expected here again 
within the next fortnight. Judge Cutting is 
backed by the department of justice. 


Cullom’s Backing Sought. 

Gemai» Cullom still finds himself the offi- 
cial most , -rsistently cov: ved by the ambas- 
sadors of candidates. This is in spite of the 
fact that President Taft soon after taking 
office announced that while the senators 
might choose ordinary officeholders, he him- 
self purposed to select federal Judges. 

The two Chicago lawyers here In the Inter- 
est of Judge Carpenter did not gm tg the 
White house, but lost no time in foregather- 
ing with Senator Cuilom at his residence ip 


Massachusetts avenue. 

When they departed, one of the visitors 
admitted that the appointment of a district 
judge had been the subject of the conference 
and he gave it as his opinion that the choice 
lay between Mr. Morrison and Judge Car- 
penter. 

That Cullom turns out to be the kingpin of 
the situation, despite the president’s an- 
nouncement of his policy, surprises no one 
who is acquainted with Uncle Shelby’s mar- 
velous ability in the line of practical politics. 
More than once that venerable statesman has 
shown himself the match single handed of a 
president and the latter’s advisers when it 
came to playing potitical chess. 

Morrison Cullom’s Choice. 

It is the general supposition that the sena- 
tor favors the appointment of Mr, Morrison, 
whose political career he has fathered from 
its inception. 

If, however, Mr. Morrison should withdraw 
his name from consideration or should be 
given some other post of equal or greater 
importance, the senator would be free to 
recommend some other candidate. It is with 
that idea in mind that sponsors for Judge 
Carpenter have approached the senator. 

It still is fresh in the public memory that 
the president appointed Charies R. Crane to 
the Chinese mission practically over the head 
of Senator Cullom. 

This situation has resulted in narrowing 
down the field of candidates considerably. 
Men like State Senator Gardner are out of 
the question because not of the progressive 
type desired by the president. On the other 
hand, men like Victor Elting, who is backed 
by Walter L. Fisher and the City club fol- 
lowing, would not find approval in the eyes 
of Cullom. W. J. Calhoun has said in no un- 
certain terms that he would not take the 
position under any circumstances. District 
Attorney Sims still is mentioned occasion- 
ally, but not as prominently ae at fret. Out- 
side of the three leading candidates men- 
tioned, hewever, he alone is considered in 
Speaker Shurtleff has been 
dropped from consideration.

Speakers Say Give Outsiders 
Chance for Position. 


STREET BUREAU IMPORTANT. 


Examination for Superintendent Put 
Off to December 6. 


Chicago wants the best man in the country 
for superintendent of streets. The way to 
get bim is to throw the cjvil service exam- 
ination open to every citizen. This was the 
theme of speakers at the special meeting of 
the City club yesterday, which was called to 
urge upon the civil service commissioners the 
importance of giving every trained man in 
the United States a chance at the position. 

The success of the civil service examina- 
tions for city lfbrarian was pointed out as 
an example of what may be attained by an 
open competition. 

“The problems of Chicago's street clean- 
ing and the disposal of its waste never have 
been met,’ said C airman Stephen T. Math- 
er. “We must have a trained specialist. 
There are men available who have been 
trained to this work in other large cities or 
the smaller cities of Litinois.” 


Asks for Scientific Man. 

“Dry sweeping is a travesty of sanita- 
tion,” said Dr. Ludwig Hektoen, director of 
the Memorial Institute for Infectious Dis- 
eases. “ All street dirt is dangerous. -ne 
germs of disease are active in it. This dan- 
ger is comparatively insignificant when the 
dirt is moist The department of street 
cleaning is so vitally important to public 
health that we shouki have a scientifically 
trained man at its head.” 

President C. T. B. Goodspeed of the Cook 
County Improvement league said: 

“We must have the best man available. 
It is not fair to restrict the test to the com- 
paratively few men who reasonably could 
apply from this city.” 

A stumbling block in the way of an unre- 
stricted competition has been the question 
before the civil service commission as to 
whether it had the power to suspend the 
rules requiring local residence. Through the 
efforts of civic organizations the examina- 
tion has been put off to Dec. 6.

the trade and increase the business of those 
who make and operate it, it does not fall 
under the ban of this law/ 


Can Select Own Customers.

Helier is better known as Lady Jeune, whose 
husband was made a peer in recognition of 
brilliant services in the legal profession. As 
Lady Jeune she was a leader in London | 
society, and as Lady St, Helier she has con- 
tinued her leadership. Her receptions were 
the nearest to a salon of any that London 
has had in recent years, fot there not only 
statesmen and lega! lights appeared, but men 
and women well known in literature and art. 
Lady St. Helier’s family have always had 
more or less an affiliation with literature. 
Her grandmother was a friend of Sir Walter 
Scott, and is said to be the heroine of the 
“* Lady of the Lake.”” He confided to her that 
he was “‘ Waverley,’ and, according to Lady 
St. Helier, “One of the most precious pos- 
sessions of our family is a set of the fine, 
large paper edition of his works, with an 
affectionate inscription in each. of them.’’ 
Writing these inscriptions must have kept 
Sir Walter busy, for his works extend over 
many volumes. 

Lady St. Helier ‘gives us a most intimate 
picture of Carlyle, ‘“‘ whose tall, attenuated 
figure, dressed in a loose wrapper, seated be- 
side the fire, smoking his long pipe, the fine 
head with its masses of gray hair, the stern 
face with its almost youthful coloring, his 
keen eyes with their expression of great sad- 
peas. his occasional grunt of acquiescence, or 
a Violent break of op ition, as the conver- 
sation changed or varied.” 

Not only Carlyle but his little coterié of 
admirers was well known to her—Darwin, 
Froude, Fitz-James Stephen, and Sir James 
Knowles, the founder and editor of the Nine- 
teenth Century. To these friends Carlyle 
“ was cither agreeuble or argumentative, ac- 
cording to the condition of his health and 
the mood he was in. He was most often con- 
tradictory, but if he were allowed to ¢ontinue 
his argument, or rather, I should Say, de- 
liver his opinions uncontradicted, he very 
often broke off at the end with a laugh, which 
Was, in a way, apologetic for the duration 
of his discourse, to which we all Wad listened 
most patiently. Mr. Froude and Sir James 
Stephen ysed to take him out walking in 
turn, and’‘their accounts of their rides home 
in. omnibuses, where Mr. Carlyle sometimes 
addressed his fellow travelers in his usual 
manner, were very funny, as his. remarks 
Were not always appreciated.” 


“Carlyle’s peculiarities,’ says Lady St. 
Helier, were like those of a woman; for he was 
uncertain, irritable, and capricious: and while 
he tolerated many people who paid their 
court to him, he regarded them from quite a 
Gifferent intellectual standpoint, and the 
short descriptions and nicknames with which 
be designated some of them were irresistibly 
‘funny and appropriate." 

_ Of Robert Browning, whom Lady St. Helier 
knew well, she writes that he ‘“‘ spoke louder 
and with greater persistency than any one I 
ever have come across in my life. Although I 
had known him as a girl, we did not renew our 
acquaintance till after my marriage, when I 
saw a great deal of him, as he constantly 
came to our house. He dined with us often 
and used to come and see me generally every 
Sunday afternoon. He was agreeable and- 
kind and though I was never one of his de- 
voted fdllowers and aften told him I had 
never been able to read a line of his poetry, 
he still continued his friendship with me.’ 

Of Maj. Whyte Melville, whose sporting 
movels were once so popular, Lady St. Helier 
gays: 

“How well I remember his delightful sto- 
ries, fis fund of anecdotes, and his bright, 
happy laugh end smile! He hada wonderful 
memory, and would répeat poetry by the 
hour. His imagination was most vivid and 
his powers of description were so brilliant 
that it was often an effort to soar to the 
heighis of fancy te which he was always 
jeading on. % 

“Fie was an unhappy man—disappointed 
and dissatisfied. He had lost a great many 
things in life, and, I think, cared for little 
elge but his hunting; but that he loved, and 
many of his best novels are those in which 
he describes the excitement and enjoyment 
ofa goodrun. ” 

Lady St. Helier was at the opera the first 
night that Patti made her appearance. and 
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the audience ‘waited patiently as she made 
her appearance. After her wonderful ren- 
dering of the’ duet scene there could be no 
doubt that Patti was-enthroned forever in 


ner life.”

When Lady St Helier was Lady Jeune | 
she came to America with her husband, who 
was appointed to hk into the condition of 
the famous—or, shall we say, infamous— 
| Emma mihe in U and while over here she 
met many of our W ‘known mien and women. 
She reached Chicago,\about a fortnight after 
‘the great fire, and stm finds it impossible to 
describe the desolation*hat they found there. 

“TI pemember how hymgry we were as we 
wandered about in semrch, of food; but as 
there was nothing at the station in the shape 
of a restaurant or hotel we started towards 
the town to see if we coardid be more fortu- 
nate, and at last came upon a little wooden 
shanty, erected only two o® three days before 
by two Chinamen, where we got a most ex- 
cellent breakfast of coffee, poached eggs, 
and bacon. It was curious, amid the ruins, 
to come across the clean, bright looking 
house and its civil, enterprising owners. 
Fortunately we were ahead of our fellow 
travelers, and when they arrived in a horde, 
shortly after we had finished wT preakfast, 
there was little with which towatisfy their 


sharpened appetites.” 


Among thé most intimate friends of the 
Jeunes, as they were then, was Prof. and 
Mrs. Huxley. Of the former she says: 

Prof. Huxley was a most enchanting pexson, and 
his keen sense of humor made him like a great 
boy in his intense enjoyment of all the lighter side 
of life. It entirely dispelled any feeling of the awe 
which so great a personage often inspires. He was 
kindly, sympathetic, willing to listen to the bum- 
blest of his friends; and, while throwing hirnself 
into ali the pursuits and pleasures of his children, 
who adored him, he was always ready to taik to 
those with whom he Was in sympethy on the more 
solemn side of life and the deeper questions which 
were beginning to influence and affect people so 
much in those days. All the questions affecting 
religion and morality, which were then stirring the 
intellectual and thoughtful members of the com- 
munity so deeply, found an echo and powerful ex~ 


ponent in Prof. Huxley. 


St. Helier met; she was not at all what 
the admirers of her stories expect her to be. 
She found her ‘“ small, insignificant look- 
ing, with no pretension to beauty, her harsh 
voice and manner almost grotesque in its af- 
ectation.’ 

. Gladstone figures more or less in this 
book, and its author tells this anecdote of a 
book that he was betrayed into praising. 
It was called “An Author's Love,’’ and was 
addressed to an unknown. 

“Mr. Gjadstone wrote a most effusive 
critique to the publisher, expressing his de- 
ight at having read it, and his conviction 
that they were some of the unpublished 
works of Prosper Mérimée.

Mr. Clyde * Fitch wrote the novel, “A 
WAVE OF LIFE,” published by Mr. Mitch- 
ell Kennerley, when he was twenty years 
younger than he was at the time of his 
untimely death; it shows youth on every 
page; it is the work of a beginner; still one 
ean see many ‘“ Fitcheries’’ in it. It is 
bright, it shows a keen observation, espe- 
cially of women, and it is witty, but it not 
as bright or as keen in its observations of 
women, or as witty as are Mr. Fitch's plays.

A work cf unusual yalue entitled “ THE 
AUTOBIOGRAPHY” comes from the pen 
of Mrs. Anna Robeson Burr. There can be 
no doubt that her claim to having offered 
the first comprehensive study of the auto- 
biography is a true one. Prof. Georg Misch 
has now in preparation a voluminous work 
of several volumes called “ Geschichte der 
Autibiographien,”’ the first volume of which 
has appeared, but this extensive and, no 
doubt, categorical review of autobiography 
will, of course, be different in almost all par- 
ticulars from the vivacious, though orderly 
and well systematized, work of Mrs. Burr. 

It is seldom indeed that an achievement 
of so much breadth, unity, and scholarship 
appears from the pen of a woman. It has 
about it an academic flavor—to use that word 
in its complimentary sense—which adds to 
its. dignity, and which, indeed, seems to be 
the right accent for a book embracing as 
many centuries, nationalities, and’ diverse 
personalities as a work on autobiographists 
necessarily must. 

It is easy to see that the author of this re- 
markable book is.a modern in the full mean- 
ing of the word. To the history of persons 
she adds the psychology inquiry. The scrut- 
iny she fixes upon those unusual beings who 
unite to the desire for self-expression the 
ability and continuity of purpose necessary 
for the writing of an autobiography is none 
the less scientific because it is sympathetic 
at the same time.

It is interesting to note that after an ex- 
amination’ of the constituents of sincere au- 
tobiography the author returns to the defini- 
tion offered by the egregious Marie Basb- 
kirtsef as being the most adequate. She 
divined that an autobiography must be writ- 
ten “as if no one in the world were to read 
it, yet with the purpose of being read." In 
other words, it must be an objective study 
of the writer’s own subjectivity. Naturally, 
the sincerity of the self-revealer is the qual- 
ity which Mrs. Burr examines first of all, 
but she does not question the sincerity of 
any autobiographer because of his blunders 
in regard to his own history. She brings to 
her work the larger outlook, which takes into 
account the fallibility of memory in regard 
to actual happenings and recognizes that 
such shortcomings are not inconsistent with 
absolute candor in regard to the processes 
of the mind and the adventures of the spirit. 

Selecting, therefore, those autobiographies 
which appear to be honest in their self-re- 
vealment, Mrs. Burr proceeds to a compara-~ 
tive study of them. To aid her she possesses 
a knowledge of those recent works on the 
personality, the traits of sex, the morbidity 
of the egotist, and the study of moods which 
are the work of the pioneers of that new 
and absorbing science, psychology, So in- 
teresting is this comparative study tha: no 
one, habituated to the investigation of such 
subjects, will be able to put this volume 
aside having once taken it up. It will be 
considered a distinguished contribution to 
books dealing with the study of the mind, and

Elizabeth Charlotte, this prolific scribbler, 
was the daughter of Carl Lodwig, elector of 
the Palatinate, who recovered his devastated 
electorate at the end of the thirty years’ war. 
His capital, Heidelberg, was in ruins, and 
80 low were his people fallen that cannibalism 
was a common practice. “ Toward 1638," 
writes ‘Mme. Vincens, “in the Palatinate, 
there were cook houses exclusively devoted 
to human flesh, to fresh human meat.” 

Elizabeth Charlotte, Liselotte as she was 
called, was born into a coarse, crude world, 
and seems to have beem quite able to cope 
with the conditions about her. Of a hearty, 
vigorous, cheerful nature, she does not seem 
to have done much to promote refinement, 
but her merry disposition and independent 
originality made her many friends in her 
young days. Her aunt, Duchess Sophie of 
Hanover, had much to do with her bringing 
up, and made the brilliant match for her 
‘which brought Liselotte to France and the 
court of Louis XIV. Liselotte must have 
been peculiarly homely. “ She was short, 
‘as dry as a chip,’ startlingly plain, but in 
no way commonplace ordull. Her eyes were 
small, her big nose all on one side; she had 
large, flat, hangimg cheeks,"’ but a fresh 
German complexion and radiant good humor 
did much to redeem this ill-favored exterior. 

The match made for her by her aunt was 
with the Duc d’Orleans, brother of Louis 
XIV., who was by many supposed to have 
poisoned his first wife, the charming Hen- 
rietta, sister of Charlies II. of England. She 
probably died of our new fashioned disease, 
appendicitis. He was a petit maitre of a 
man, but Liselotte had some happy years 
with him before disillusionment came. Her 
letters about her life at the most brilliant 
court in Europe remove some of the glamour 
of tradition. With Rahbelaisian unction she 
describes the filth of Paris and Versailles. 
The royal gallertes and staircases were “ ig- 
noble cesspools.”

Louis, the 
Grand Monarch, Wked her coarse wit and 
high spirits and showered fine presents on 
her. She loved hunting and spent whole days 
in the saddle. : 

In time came’ disappontments, ‘troubles, 
and. sorrows along with oM age and bitter- 
ness. We can follow her through the various 
phases of her seventy years of life with keen 
enjoyment of the manner in which this 
memoir is presented to us. We can claim 
some special interest in the transldtor, Mme. 
Bigot, who has done her work 80 well, as she 
ig the daughter of Chicago’s most famous 
portrait painter, G. P. A. Healy. (G. P. 
Putnam's Sons: New York.) 

Bigot's volume 
is “LOUISE RENEE DE KBROUALLE, 
DUCHESS OF PORTSMOUTH,” by Mrs. 
Colquhoun Grant. _ 

What an extraordinary career was that of 
Louise de Kéroualle, created duchess of 


La Belle Bretonne, as she wae called by 
her contemporaries, came of a fine old stock. 
She appeared at the court of Louis XIV. as 
maid of honor to Henriette, duchess of Or- 
leans, Liselotte’s predecessor. Many uncor- 
roborated tales of her life antedating this 
time have been published, for she had spiteful 
and envious contemporaries. Her striking 
beauty, of the childlike, appealing kind, at- 
tracted the king’s attention, He conceived 
the extraordinary, almost incredible plan of 
using her charms to attach Charles IL of 
England to French interests. The entire 
success of this undertaking proves Louis’ 
astuteness. Imagine Emperor William at- 
tempting to set such a trap for King Ed- 
ward's royal honor. 


By devious ways she was brought to 
Charies’ notice, whose infatuation began in- 
stantly and lasted during his life, leading 
him to sell himself and his country to the 
French king. Louise de: Kéroualle became 
the reigning favorite, showered with money, 
gifts, a fine title, and a grand establishment. 
She bore the king a child, christened Charies 
Lennox. She had formidable rivals and had 
to struggle continually to maintain her pre- 
eminence. Alluring to her royal lover, kind 
to his consort (which his other mistresses 
were not), entirely devoted to the interests 
of her native land, she achieved a distinction 
impossible to a woman in her position today. 
On e death of Charles she returned to 
France, where she reached the ripe age of 
84 and died “in the odor of sanctity.” 

This volume has some well reproduced 
photogravures from fine portraits. It is a 
charmingly direct narrative and a great ad- 
dition to the shelf devoted to memoirs. (D. 
Appleton & Co., New York.) 

Similar in size, shape, and color to the pre- 
ceding two volumes is H. Noel Williams’ 
‘MME. DU BARRY.” The three women 
subjects of these memoirs were of three dif- 
ferent and contrasting types. Ligelotte was 
coarse, vigorous, and respectable. La Belle 
Bretonne was exquisite, clever, and quite 
unmoral; the Du Barry was. voluptuous, 
amiable, and depraved. . Her. biographer pre- 
sents the best that can be made of her char- 
acter. Perhaps, considering her antecedents, 
judgment should be lenient. The poor thing 
died in great anguish of mind on the ecaffoild 
during the reign of terror tn 1798, and in that 
way explated her foWies and sins. Mr. Will- 
iams gives more of the contemporary history 
than the other two biographers, The dra- 
matic knell of the French revolution in the 
later pages adds an especial thrill and"impe- 
tus to the narrative. Vigée Le Brun was 
painting Mme. du Barry’s portrait when the 
clangor of the bes of Paris announced the 
fall of the Bastille. The terrified artist ran 
home and never finished the picture, and all 
Du Barry’s lovers could not save her froin 
the guillotine. As Stevenson says in effect 
somewhere, “considering how much good 
there is in the worst of us, and how much bad 
there is in the best of us, it behooves none of

CHILD ALSO CAN. PROFIT. 


Motion Pictures Offer Opportunity for 
Seeing Brave Deeds.

There perhaps is no class of the city dweller 
to whom Tue CH#IcaGo TRIBUNF's land show 
offers a greater opportunity for study and 
self-improvement than the professional men 
—the physicians, lawyers, and teachers. With 
them, the children of the citv will share the 
chance to learn of the great possibilities 
which lie in the now arid and semi-arid lands 
of the west and southwest. 

To the former ciass, if tired of the strenuous 
life of the city, there will be shown the op- 
portunities which lie in the wide prairies of 
the west. The lands, now vacant, and awaiit- 
ing only the touch of water and the work of 
man to make them garden spots, soon wil? be 
in need especially of the trained men who 
guard the peopile’s health. 

The prairies soon will be dotted with hun- 
dreds of small communities, gradually grow- 
ing larger, and even the life giving air of the 
west- cannot eliminate all of the ills to which 
mankind is heir, so that the practitioner may 
combine his work with the, reclaimed lands 
with that of reclaiming the heakh of its 
workers. 


Good Field for Lawyers. 

The lawyers also will find that the growth 
of the towns soon wil! give them a field in 
which to renew their old labors and their 
profession may be resumed after the first 
few years have been spent in the tasks for 
the benefit of which the show and the purpose 
tor which it is intended really stand: the 


reviving of the soil of the waste places and | 


the restoring of them to the usefulness in 
raising crops. 

One of the first tasks to which the people 
of the west set themselves after opening up 
a new land is the providing for a fitting place 
for the education of the children, and wher- 
ever there are more than four or five families 
or pioneers gathered near together, there 
springs up a little schoolhouse. Then there 
comes the need of the instructor, and the his- 
tory of the atate of Oklahoma is repeated, 
hundreds of teachers, again taking up their 
work after a lapse of a few years which they 
have spent in farming. 

But it is not the drudgery: of the teaching in 
the cities. The teachers no longer must keep 
to rigid rules, but each is his own adviser and 
board. The wages may not be high, it is true, 
but there no longer is the need of making 
them the teacher's sole revenue; there still 
remains the profitable farm which can make 
its owner independent of the recompense for 
labors in the schoolroom.

OSTRICHES A BIG FEATURE. 


Giant Birds Brought from Arizona 
Ranches Where They Thrive. 


Navajo Indians and ostriches are among 
the contributions of the southwest to the un- 
usual features of the exposition. The In- 
dians are from New Mexico and are work- 
ers who will show Chicagoans the nature of 
their handicrafts. While at THE TRIBUNE's 
land show the men wil) hammer out pieces of 
jewelry from Mexican money, and the wom- 
en will weave fine Navajo rugs, with the 
assistance of the little giris. 

Navajo jewelry is peculiar, for it con- 
sists almost invariably of combinations of 
silver and turquoise. New Mexico has some 
of the best turquoise mines in the world, and 
the Indians know the location and sibili- 
ties of each one. The turquoise In matrix 
is in especial favor among them. 

The rugs woven by the Navajos are widely 
known, and are recognized by their weight 
and peculiar weave. The Indians seldom 
wear these blankets nowadays, for they seil 
their own product for a high figure, and buy 
cheap blankets of the traders for thetr own 
use. One of the weavers now in Chicago is 
the champion among the Navajos, according 
to those familiar with conditions in the 
tribe. Her name is Elie of Ganada, and she 
is rich—that is, from the Indian point of view. 
Elle’s arms, as a rule, are decked out with 
massive silver bracelets, and she wears sev- 
eral heavy necklaces of silver.and turquoize, 
all made by her husband, who is a silver- 
smith. 

The ostriches are from Arizona, where the 
big birds thrive. Ostrich raising has be- 
come quite an industry, in the Sak River 
valley, near Phoenix, and it is from that 
locality that.the present exhibit was es 
to Chicago. The ostriches run at large in 
fields of alfalfa, and are said to require little 
care. Owing to theim tack of intelligence, 
combined with a cranky temper, ostriches are 
| not safe pets, and it is necessary for every 
one to keepat adistance fromthem. A heavy

INTO ORCHARDS BY WATER. 


Striking Illustration of the Effects of 
Systematic Irrigation Is Afforded in 
Australia. 


The power of water to changethe face of an 
entire continent is illugtrated in a striking 
way in Australia. Less than twenty years 
ago there was a vast expanse of waste land 
in the western part of the island. Now much 
of thie has been changed inte productive 
land. 

Most of the water for {rrigation purposes 
is secured from artesian Wells. A good pro- 
ducing well is worth thousands of dollars and 
the water is stored in small reservoirs and 
fed out into irrigation ditches much the 
same as ie done in the western states of 
America. 

Land which was.formerly hardly fit for 
grazing purposes for only short intervals 
each .year has now been converted into 
omhards and stock ranches. 

The transition is readily noticed by Bng- 
lighmen who own property and see their 
helkdings each. three or four years. Formerly 
a railroad ride through the converted section 
was monotonous, but now it is a delight.
